Independent method claim 21 defines a method for analysing a tissue which encompasses 
intracoronary laser speckle imaging (see par. [0005] in the description). Intracoronary laser 
speckle imaging implicitly requires the step of introducing an imaging device into an artery. As 
a consequence, the method defined in claim 21 Is considered as a method for the treatment 
of the human body by surgery and has therefore not been searched (Article 17(2)(a)(i) and 
Rule 39.1 (iv) PCT) and no examination will be carried out in respect of independent claim 21 
(Article 34(4)(a)(i) and Rules 66.1 (e), 67.1 (iv) PCT).
